





| Parking opens

Northeast parking lot “D", 
closed for resurfacing and 
landscaping. reopened yesterday 
after four months of construction. 
The lot is located across from the 
Speech building and Hornet 
Bookstore 

The new parking lot. plagued by 
several delays. will have ap- 
proximately 350 parking spaces, 
115 more spaces than the 


235-space lot had before construc- 
tion began 

Of the 350 spaces. 171 will be 
black-decal parking and 150 will be 
green-decal parking 


There have 
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also been 26 meters installed and 79 
spaces for motorcycle parking 
reserved. the first time such par- 
king has been paved and printed 
for this use. 

While this lot was opened 
vesterday. a 41 +space parking lot 
across the street from the 
Department of Fish and Game 
building on the south end of cam- 
pus. was closed for resurfacing and 
landscaping 

The approx.mately 300-400 
cars which parked in the south lot 
ure expected to park in the newly- 
opened 350 spaces in the Northeast 
lot and tn the approximately 300 
available stadium lot spaces. ad-

Planning = S. Hutchinson, 
outhined the 25-month progression 
of events until a final bid was 
awarded to Leichert Construction 
Company and an official start date 
was announced July 28 

However. according to several

administration sources, the “D™ lot 
remodeling didn't begin until late 
August on the first part of the 
$300,000 construction project 

What took the longest time was 
getting the initial plans submitted 
and approved by the Office of Ar- 
chitecture and Construction 
(OAC) through Chancellor Glen 
Dumke'’s office And working 
drawings had to be submitted to 
the Chancellor's office along with 
an archeological survey betore 
final approval was made 

Most of the carly delays came 
when leichert was overloaded with 
work and short on personnel, ac- 
cording to Hutchinson

Plovees coming out of an executive 
session at last Fridav’s ASI Ex- 
ecutive Committee meeting 

ihe committee met in executive 
session to respond to grievances 
presented mainly against’ Larry 
Bliss. AST Executive Director by 
ASL emplovees represented by 
Chen Hunt trom California State 
Emplovees Association (CSEA) 
during an Oct. 10 Executive Com- 
mittee @xeculive session 

At that time, ASI employees 
presented a written statement of 
charges against Bliss. It accused 
Bhs of “not following directions of 
the Student Senate.” It also stated 
that “Bliss works to the detriment 
ot ASE emplovees does not 
communicate with the ASI staff 
nor considers thetr suggestions or

Frost, referring to the 
$10,000 that last year’s Student 
Senate approved and this year's 
rescinded, said he did but it “got 
killed by your boss (Dean of 
Students Norm Better), John 
Giannom and a couple of other

In addition to Nielsen ratings 
and trate letters to the station, one 
of the ways the networks determine 
audience reaction to the programs 
they air is to sponsor a “viewer ses- 
At these sessions a random 
sampling of viewers are asked to 
preview a new program and give 
their opinion electronically. Ac- 
tually these sessions gauge the puke

Just before the lights dim you're 
aiso warned that your elec- 
trocardiogram is being taken to 
record your subconscious reaction 

you may be revolted mentally by 
the trash you see but your body 
says you love it. (It seems that CBS 
is considering picking up the now 
defunct NBC series Fay starring 
Lee Grant, which shows you what 
kind of creative minds are at work 
at CBS). In the next room you can 
hear a computer checking out your 
reactions 
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Granted the difficulty of es- 
tablishing a variable-free testing 
system the CBS method still has a 
lot of holes in it. Those not vet 
nauseated at the program’s end are 
asked to fill out a questionaire. In 
addition to written accounts of

Most of those chosen to 
speak had an extremely high 
tolerance for crap.“It had enough 
funny parts for me” “The plot 
moved fast enough that I didn’t get 
bored” (Remember. most of these 
peopie were only going to sit ina 
television studio and wait for the 
applause sign to come on anyway) 
Fortunately the last guy called 
wasn't afraid to speak up. He 
found the show “insipid and

No room for candor

Nuclear Safety is a bi-monthly 
journal published formerly by the 
U.S, Atomic Energy Commission 
and currently, more promptly but 
with no less bias, by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission which 
took over the regulatory functions 
of the AEC last January 

In the earlier years of the 
nuclear industry Nuclear Safety 
published accounts of all mishaps 
in the industry, but now that 
mishaps of sulticient importance to 
require reporting under NRC 
regulations number in the hun- 
dreds annually, most are merely 
listed as one-line entmes on the 
several pages of “safety related oc- 
currences” included in each issue of 
the journal 

However. descriptions of 
several “selected safety-related oc- 
currences” are regularly included 

I want to throw some light (?) on 
a phenomenon of which these 
“safety-related occurrences” are a p 
ime example the lack of ac- 
cidents in the nuclear industry 

This phenomenon is 110 mere 
happenstance, nor 1s it solely the 
result of the publicly extolled. but 
privately cursed, “quality control” 
maintained by the industry. It is, | 
suggest, the result of a deliberate 
policy which was outlined by E. N. 
Cramer, who then handled the 
“Operating Experiences” section of 
Nuclear Safety, in the May-June 
1968 issue, as follows 

“Definition Of 
cident,” ‘Accident,’ 
curence’ 

“Since there is a diversity in the 
usage of the terms accident and in- 
cident almost amounting to a 
continuous and militant 
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misunderstanding between various 
groups in and around the nuclear 
community they are defined 
here as they will be used in this and 
tuture issues of Nuclear Safety 

“In general, an accident 
philosophical concept and an tn- 
cident is an actual occurrence 
Most writers of safety-analysis 
reports use the term accident in 
referring to a mathematical 
treatment of a postulated situation 
and its consequences . 

“Thus the term accident ts 
detined by reactor safety-analysis 
usage to be a situation, postulated 
for mathematical treatment, that 
could happen sometime in the 
future and is not necessarily related 
to any dictionary definition of the 
term except in its undesirability, 
lack of scheduling. and unspecified 
‘triggering action.” 

“Incident appears to have a less 
well-defined usage, but certain 
common features do stand 
Most workers in nuclear 
operations use the term incident in 
referring to a situation which ac- 
tuaily happened sometime in the 
past and thus hasa particular set of 
data relating only to what 
happened at a particular time and 
location. For example, operating 
agencies will refer to a con-

‘incident’ fuel- 
element meltdown ‘incident’ that 
has already occurred. As in usage 
of accident, the term incident 
broad spectrum of 
situations and consequences, and 
the term incident should not be 
taken as implying only disastrous 
consequences.” 

“Occurrence” is a catch-all, ac- 
cording to Cramer: “to avoid any 
unintentiona! connotation.” it can 
be used to designate “failure, in- 
cident, malfunction, event, or 
other.” 

What a neat little satire 
Cramer's dissertation would be 
had it been written by a critic of the 
nuclear establishment! Instead, it 
stands as a testimonial to the fact

Courses offer trips

Field trips are more of a lear- 
ning experience than classroom 
instruction for many people. Ac- 
tually seeing the methods and 
processes used by professional 
people in any field helps to bring 
one’s hopes of future employment 
closer to reality. 

CSUS offers a variety of 
courses that provide lab field trips. 
seiminars, and lectures. One of 
these courses is an upper division 
Sc. 118 (Soil, Water, Forest, & 
Range Conservation) course 
taught by Bill Grenfell. One need 
not be a science major to take the 
course, but knowledge in ecology 
and general biology is advised. 

Recently, a trip was made to 
Lumberyard Forest Service 
Station, off Highway 88 near 
Ham's Siation. Three US Forest 
Service employees took us on a 
tour of timber-sale lands, which are 
bidded off for exorbitant prices to 
private companies. Documents of 
environmental analyses, bid auc- 
tions, actual sales and other tran- 
sactions were shown to us

Methods of pruning, cutting, 
clearing of salvage materials, and 
the planting of pine or hardwood 
seedlings was also explained. We 
were driven through some of the 
nursery areas with occasional stops 
to observe some lumberjacks chop- 
ping timber and the remaining 
grinding rocks by the Miwok In- 
dians of the present Pi-Pi Valley 
Reservoir area 

Unsolved problems concerning 
the financial, political, and 
ecological consequences of forest 
management were discussed and 
many students’ questions were 
answered by Grenfell and the forest 
service employees.
